Ms. Cole said she would 
let me know as soon as the proposed positions had been pulled together in 
order to coordinate them. 

Ms. Cole said she was going to arrange a meeting between ourselves, 
the Departments of State and Justice and OMB to discuss the proposals for 
providing a letter or letters to the Congress on Title IV of H. R. 12240, the 
intelligence authorization bill; I told her I would send her a copy of our 
proposed letter.
